Peter is a well-known Hollywood actor and an American citizen. His Broadway debut 
in 1981 with ‘Pay Crimes of Heart’, helped him earn the ‘Theatre World Award’. He 
got roles in movies like Galen in Dragonslayer in 1981, Sophie’s Choice in 1982, and 
Ghostbusters IL in 1989. The other movies he acted in was Addams Family Values in 


1993, and Bean in 1997. 


Early life 

He has five siblings and is the youngest among the lot. He was born in Dallas, Texas 
to John Wilbur Johnson and Barbara Jean. His mother was a homemaker and father a 
corporate executive. His father later became an ‘Eiscopal’ priest. Peter graduated

His achievements 

He received ‘Primetime Emmy Award’ in a popular comedy series for ‘Outstanding

included the character Alan Birch, an attorney, in ‘Chicago Hope’, a medical drama. 
He acted in other TV plays like Harvey Birdman - Attorney at Law, CBS crime- 
drama numbers, 24 sixth season, “Spectacular Spiderman’, etc. He also lent his voice 


in ‘Batman - Arkaham’ as Mad Hatter. It is a video game series. 


Career 

For two seasons, Peter MacNicol performed in in Minneapolis at Guthrie Theatre in 
1978 and 79. He also appeared in productions, ‘The Pretenders’ and ‘Hamlet’. The 
following year saw him debuting in ‘Crimes of Heart’, an off-Broadway play that 
earned him the prestigious “Theatre World Award’. Here, a casting agent approached 
him for a role in ‘Sophie’s Choice’. But ‘Dragon Slayer’ was his first movie in 1981 


opposite Ralph Richardson. He starred in ‘All King’s Men’ produced by Trinity 


Repertory Company in 1987. Black Comedy/white Lies is a Broadway production in 
which he got stage credits. He also appeared in repertory theater, like ‘NY 
Shakespeare Festival’. Here, he acted in the title roles of Romeo and Juliet and 


Richard II. Other film credits are American Blue Note and Housesitter. 


He also gave voice to numerous comic book super-villains. It included Man-Bat / Dr. 


Kirk Langstrom in ‘The Batman’. The list of other credits are huge.
